Flor- 
ence’s stories did not coincide. 
The doctors who performed the 
autopsy testified that at least 15 
minutes had elapsed from the 
first shots in the head to those in 
the body. Florence admitted that 
she had had a revolver down in 
Virginia but swore that she had 
not brought it to Canada, and no 
revolver was ever found 

Florence fainted twice in court, 
asserting “That man! I see that 
man! He will shoot me!” Finally 
the inquest was concluded with a 
verdict against some person un- 
known. The father gave up his 
school principalship. Florence 
married a theological student and 
they went to Calgary, where the 
young husband abandoned his 
idea of entering the ministry and 
took a civic position. Later the 
family drifted to New York, Flor- 
ence having borne two childrex, 
and there the husband died of 
pneumonia. Florence is said to 
have then returned to the stage.

Siir Ronald Lindsay has now reached Washine- 
ton to act as one of Britain's mediators in the re- 
duction of avar debts conference, Every man, 
woman and child has an interest in the outcome 
of the Conference. United States’ demand that war 
debts be paid in gold when there is insufficient 
gold in the world to carry on the world's trade— 
and half of it already sterilized in the treasury 
vaults at Washington—has created an economic im- 
passe in which United States is herself a chief 
sufferer. ; 

The nations seem to be marking time until the 
Conference has dealt with the war debts, and can- 
celled or greatly reduced them. When a satisfac- 
tory settlement has been arrived at, there should 
be an exhibition of serious efforts to improve world 
trade conditions. 

In our own Dominion, settlem nt of war debts 
would present an opportune tin.. to practice von- 
trolled inflation. The British pound will almost 
ofa certainty rise when the weight of war debt 
settlement in gold is removed. That would be a 
Heaven-sent occasion for Canadian statesmanship 
to inflate Canadian currency to control the descent 
of the Canadian dollar down to the level of the 
rising pound, and anchor it there. If that were 
done, the establishment of direct exchange rela- 
tions between Montreal and London would follow, 
and Canada would enter on such a period of pros- 
perity under the aegis of the Empire trade treaty, 
as she has never before known. 

What a pity that men must have the glamour 
of personal wealth or be lick-spittle adepts at ward 
politics before they can hope to enter Parliament 
There must be a sufficient number of men of abil- 
ity in Canada, untrammelled by wealth and scorn- 
ful of personal advancement, to form a House ma- 
jority and place Canada on the highroad to pros- 
perity, if they had the opportunity. 

* 

A difficulty which has existed all along, and 
which permitted the economic impasse to develop, 
is the parochial outlook of the average United States 
voter. It is in part the result of the vast spaces, 
the variety of races and the teaching of men like 
Hearst, that the Monroe Doctrine means isolation 
from world affairs. First ironic evidence was in 
the refusal of United States to enter the League 
of Nations—though the League was Woodrow Wil- 
son's baby—and refusal to accept a mandate of re- 
sponsibility for some of the Asia Minor tribes 

Business men and officials in United States have 
been compelled since 1929 to acquire a knowledge 
of what the war debts are, and how the impossible 
demand that they be paid ini non-existent gold 
created a deadlock in trade and compelled debtor 
nations to erect tariffs, to prevent their nationals 
from buying U. S. goods, settlement for which would 
require gold. 

Even today, judging by the report made by Silas 
Strawn, former president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, the 800,000 business men 
who took part in the referendum, show only a par- 
tial understanding of the situation 

Instead of accepting the war debts demands as 
something it is to United States advantage to get 
rid of as quickly as possible (it only averages a 
little over a dollar per head per year for Americians 
and has caused losses of a hundred times that much 
by unemployment), they still think it is something 
to be bargained about for their own advantage. 
Most of them subscribe to Clause 3, which reads: 

The best interest of United States 
quires that any modification should be con- 
ditioned upon definite provisions for such 
treatment of our trade by the debtor eoun- 
try as will assure access of American goods 

its markets on fair competitive terms 
In other words they wish the debtor nations to 
buy off their liability under the war debts agree- 
ment by some form of trade payment 
* o & 

Truth is that United States will benefit more 
than any other nation by complete cancellation as 
she suffers more from enforcement. Britain made 
a greater cancellation at the end of the war than 
United States is asked to make now. She cancelled 
a principal debt of ten and three-quarter billions 
of dollars, and would have cancelled all had United 
States consented. 

Britain's cancellation carried no tariff bargains. 
The wisdom of British statesmen with a thousand 
years of history behind them, knew that if com- 
plete cancellation was made the laws of trade 
would make all desired adjustments.

Sir Andrew Caird, who as British administrator 
of the British War Mission at New York in 1917-18 
is the man who created war debts for Britain, has 
recently, «i a Burns Club dinner at Montrose, told 
some interesting facts about the borrowings 

After telling how it became the responsibility of 
Great Britain to borrow money to provide wheat, 
steel, oll, cotton and war material for Allies, he 
Said: 

“We borrowed the money because the 
United States, which had come into the war 
and become an associate with the Allies whv 
were fighting the Germans, had neither men, 
nor ships, nor guns, nor rifles, nor munitions, 
nor any of those things with which a war is 
carried on. President Wilson said: ‘We can 
not take part in the war for a year till we 
get ready, but we will provide the money and 
the wherewithal to carry on.” 

That offer of Wilson's accepted. Every 
penny of the money borrowed for the Allies was 
spent in United States. From that money the 
American manufacturers made their profits. From 
those profits the American government deduc 
income and war profits texes. They got back s 
vast amount of the money while the other Aiues 
were stil) holding the line with their men and 
spending their blood 

Of the time when the American forces did come 
in, Sir Andrew said: 

“They came in with our guns and our 
ammunition. On the dey the war finished 
Nov. 11, 1916, you could count the guns of the 
American army made in United States, on 
the fingers of your two hands 

“They did not have more than ten air- 
planes of their own, and the whole of their 
troops were shipped across the Atlantic in 
ships supplied by Great Britain
